Thc vlctlms of the 72 lynchlngs of the

year wer0 ono negro woman, two whlte

men and 69 negro men. Tho crlme

charged to the two whlte men was mur¬

der, nnd this Is true of tho negro woman.

Of tho 69 negro men. 14 were charged
wlth crimlnal assnult, 19 wlth attempted
crlmlnal assault and ono with assault and

murder. Thero wero 31 lynchlngs of ne-

Krocs charged with murder, flve murders

havlng been charged against ,ono of the

vlctlms, four agnlnst nnother nnd two

against another. Tho rest wero klllod for

such offenses as steallng a calf,. stertllng
a silver dollar, carrylng a loadod.pistol,
maklng lmproper proposals to whlte wo¬

men, nnd mlscegenatlon.

This Is a bad exhibit for the South,
notwithstanding that she haa had to

deal with a''large clement of lawless

negroes, nnd tho record will do us no

good. Lynching broods lawlessness nnd

oauses thc peoplo in those communltles
wherc it ls in vogue to set a lower

estimate than they should upon human

life. Recently ln tbe county of Tssaquenn,

Miss., a Mr. Mlddah. of Illlnols, a man

of means and-soclal standing at home,

was prospecting and locating settlers ln

the delta. Ho was spending Sunday at

Valley Park, and whllo thero he was

killed wlthout cause or provoca^ion.
"Tlio reports of the tragedy," says a

correspondent of tho Vicksburg Herald.
"are very ugly. and reveal a shocking
condition of affalrs, showlng an utter

absenco of law and order in that vlcln-
ity." He further snys that "the good
people of the county, tho representatlve
citlzens. are stung wlth shame over the

outrage." but they must suffer the evll

conscquonccs of this lawless act ot the

mob.
